MAN MEETS DEATH 
IN 30-FOOT FALL 
OVER MILL DAM 


Plunging a distance of thirty feet 
over a dam at Lee's mill Sunday. aft- 
ernoon, Gilbert E. Brown, 21, of 
Oakland City, was carried to the 
Grady hospital with a fractured skull 
and a broken jaw, besides other if- 
juries. He died several hours later. 

Brown, in company with two com- 
panions, W. T. Eaves, of 29 Gorden 
place, and Bob Estes, of Hapeville, 
went to Lee’s mill for the purpose of 
taking a swim. .The mill is located 
just off the Fayetteville road, about 
three miles beyond Haperille.

A few min- 
utes before J1 o'clock he again re- 
appeared with Mrs. Coolidge, ready 
for church. 

Only a few persons were gathered 
about. the door of the hotel as the 
presidential party left to enter an au- 
tomobile. 

The church, which Mr. and Mrs. 
Coolidge have attended regulariy was 
crowded, worshipers standing two 
deep at the rear of the auditorium. 

The sermon was by the Rev. Dr. 
Jason Noble Pierce, the pastor, for- 
merly of Dorchester, Mass., a gradu- 
ate and trustee of Ainherst college 
which the president attended. . His 
theme was “Love Is Near.” 

It was a brief scrmon, woven into 
the communion service, bunt in it 
Dr. Pierce referred with sorrow to 
the trhin bearing Mr. Harding’s body 
ta the capital and declared that while 
a few hours ago there might have 
been some ready to criticize any 
chief magistrate, the heart of Ameri- 
cra now Wag filled with love, sympa- 
thizing with Mrs. Harding in her 
honr of sorrow. 

“We meet at the Lord's table,” said 
Dr. Pierce, “remembering what we 
can not forget—that train on its 
way from the Pacific coast bearing 
all that is mortal of him who a few 
hours ago was our president. 

“Mingled with our thankfelness to 
God in our deep sorrow, comprehend- 
ing love for the one who is bereaved 
the most—the wife, the companion, 
the lover, the partner of life. 

“A few hours ago there could be 
for:nd men who would find fault with 
any chief magistrate. But let “come 
what has, and all the heart of America 
is a heart of love, full of sorrow, of 
sympathy, of comprehension. 

“Love is always near—the love of 
God that will not fail Mrs. Harding,

Harding invented the 
justified in .its swisdom, 
that is would be wise for the vice 
president to sit at the meetings of 
the cabinet so that in the event of 
just such a turn as as now 
come, he should be familiar with the 
current of public business and the 
better equipped to carry on if the 
presidency should happen to devolve 
upon him. -And so, for two hours 
every Tuesday and Friday, Coolidge 
has left his chair on the rostrum of 
the senate to sit with the cabinet. 

For several reasons this innovation, 
so fundamentally wise, carried with 
it considerable necessities of the act 
and self-restraint; and if it had hap- 
pened that Coolidge’s personality and 
philosophy of his relation to his duty 
had not been just what they are, there 
might have been many occasions for 
embarrassment. 


Senate Dubious. 


_ For one reason, the senate, ever 
jealous of its prerogatives, and ever 
meticulous about the completeness of 
Separation between the senate and the 
white house, were necessarily a little 
inclined to be dubious about the addi- 
tional role which Harding had given 
to the vice presidency. ‘To the senate, 
Coolidge was never wholly one of 
them. They looked askance on his 
semi-weekly departure from among 
themselyes to sit in the intimacies of 
the cabinet. 

In the course of time, due precisely 
to the way in which Coolidge handled 
himself, this feeling on the part of 
the senate has died down. If Coolidge 
had been a less cautions man, or if 
he had not happened to have, as the 
first of his qualities, a sense of care- 
ful and exact definition of his pre- 
rogatives and responsibilities, more 
thgn one case of tension might have 
arisen, 

A man of different temperament. 
or less surefooted personal manage- 
ment of himself, might have fallen 
into one of the two errors of becom- 


ying in the senate a representative of 


the wishes of the white house or be- 
coming in the cabinet an ambassa- 
dor from the senate, But it had been 
precisely this that Coolidge had 
avoided, 

Sat as Observer. 

In the cabinet he did exactly what 
the definition of his position called 
for. He sat-as an observer wholly, 
spoke only when culled on to speak, 
and answered just as far as each 
particular question called for reply. 
Un the other hand, when he returned 
to the senate, if he carried cabinet 
confidences with him, or the knowl- 
edge of wishes on the part of the 
administration as to what the sen- 
ate should do, he kept such knowl- 
edge wholly within the boundaries 
of his own exceptionally well-knit 
skull. All the embarrassments. al! 
the personal antagonisms, which a 
less canny ‘man or a man of less 
exact mind might have fallen into. 
Coolidge avoided completely. And 
as a result he stands today with the 
complete confidence both of the sen- 
ate and-.of the cabinet.

No. Reports. 
We thought for a while that if the 


party had found it impossible to se- 
cure a living on the island it would 
have crossed the ninety miles to BSi- 
beria during the winter, where it 
could have tound sheiter with tze na- 
tives who inhabit the coastal terri- 
tory. Captain Hammer, of the Silver 
Wave, whose ship was frozen in the 
north coast of Siberia last year, man- 
aged to get out and return to Nome 
a few days ago. He reports that he 
has heard nothing from the natives 
of Siberia to indicate anyone had 
crossed over from Wrangell during 
the winter. 

There is a possibility that the 
Wrangel party made the attempt to 
cross and ‘lod, for according to Cap- 
tain the only white man 
who evei ’ this trip, this crossing 
iS an ex: izly dangerous on‘, due 
io the rapid motion of the ice floes 
even in mid-winter. But I am op- 
timistic enough that I expect to find 
that nothing serious has happened to 
the members of the Wrangel island 
party. I believe they have been able 
to make their living off the country, 
but after carefully checking over 


their invoices, I am convinced that 


they will have little or no ammuni- 
tion left by the end of the present 
seas n of navigation. Therefore, I 
have spared no effort to insure the 
present relief expedition against any 
possible failure. 

Upon arrival at Nome, July 14, I 
found only two ships with hulls of 
sufficient strength to buck through 
the ice packs. One of these, the 
(;ladiator, was hauled upon the beach 
and after a thorough examination it 
was found she could not be repaired 
in time. ‘The other one, motorship 
Donalidson, a very staunch craft of 
74 tons burden and 72 feet long, had 
only a 4U0-hurse power engine, which 
would not furnish sufficient power, 
so I had one engine replaced bY a 
new 65> Acme engine. I have had 
inen working throughout the 24 hours 
of continuous daylight during the past 
two weeks equipping the vessel for 
her tussle with those Arctic packs 
which we may have-to fight through 
on our way to Wrangel.

Value of Continuity. 

Tt can be taken for granted that in 
entering upon his new office, Cool- 
idge will give emphasis to the value 
of continuity both of policy and per- 
sonnel—continuity called for by 
the nature of the situation. But an 
utter misapprehension will be made 
by any one who mistakes the self- 
effacement Coolidge has practiced 
for two and a half years as being 
the expression of a negative or even 
neutral personality. Coolidge, when, 
he became vice president assembled 
all the elements of his new situation, 
found that self-effacement was the 
course of conduct called for, and prac- 
ticed self-effacement with as much 
undisturbed ease and confidence in 
the appropriateness of that role as 
he had practiced vnexcited strength 
and firmness on the occasion of the 
Beston police strike. It is true that 
Coolidge can have a negative mind, 
er a neutral mind, or an open mind 
about any question that has not ar- 
rived at his doorstep in the capacity 
of a part of his official business. But 
such openness of mind is just as much 
a part of his exercise of extraordi- 
nary, almost abnormal self-discipline 
of intellect as is the sharp concrete- 
ness of his utterance and action on 
matters that have arrived at the door- 
step of his official responsibility. 

That part of the public which only 
remember the Governor Coolidge of 
the Boston police strike, has been 
prone to think of him lately as a 
“man on horseback” who for two an 
a half years has been deprived of a 
horse. But those more familiar with 
his whole record as governor, and 
with his personality, think of him 
as a man on his own feet, sure- 
stepping, steady. dependable, 2 kind 
of “old reliable” from the Vermont 
hills. 
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The man who boasts that he wears 
summer underwear in the coldest win- 


ter weather, and the other saheee 
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reindeer meat which the Lomen Rein- 
deer company, of Nome, has generous- 
ly placed at my disposition. From 
Kotzebue we sail to Point Hope, 
Alaska. where we will take on addi-- 
tional Eskimos and then set a direct 
course for Wrangel island. _ 
In the event of our meeting Im- 
penetrable ice we will take that route 
which brings us closest to W rangel 
and northward along the eastward 
edge of the pack or westward along 
‘ts southern border until we find @n 
opening leading to Wrangel. In case 
we cannot reach Wrangel by ship 
I shall then take four Eskimos and 
make a tash across the ice pack to 
Wrangell island.“ For this purpose 
we have a special sled designed for 
carrying a walrus hide boat, which 
will be lashed on top so that when 
we encounter open leads between 
ice floes it will be necessary only 
to unbarness our dogs, put them into 
the boat and paddle across to thie 
next ice floe. As this walrus hide 
boat has a carrying capacity of fif- 
teen people, it will be large enough 
for the transportation of the Wrangel 
island party from the island back 
to the Donaldson, provided, of course, 
the intervening distance is not so 
great as to make it impossible to 


locate the position of the ship. 
Leaves Instructions. 
In the event of my making this trip 
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‘be delivered to the Russian govern- 
ment at Anadyr or Whalen. 

The document was signed by the 
chairman of the committee, Pedashe- 
veek, and by the secretary, Seaverin. 
Upon receipt of the communication I 
immediately cabled Steffansson and 
stated that unless I received instruc- 
tions.to the contrary I would disre- 
‘gard Russia and keep as far away 
from the Siberian coast as possible 
and only in case of my being abso- 
lutely compelled by ice conditions to 
travel along the Siberian coast would 
I bring the Donaldson inside Siberian 
waters. 

In making this decision I have been 
governed entirely Ly my desire to 
safeguard the interests of the people 
on Wrangel, for I have no real as- 
surance that the Siberian government 
would not break its word and seize 
the Donaldson and prevent her from 
completing her trip. This in my 
opinion would endanger the lives of 
the party on Wrangel island, as their 
supply of ammunition, by now their 
only remaining source of food, is 
doubtless nearly exhausted. 

Will Offer Passage. ; 

Stefansson’s reply to the above in- 
formation orders that the colf~ 
Wrangel must not be withdrat _ 
that I am to discharge my cargo on 
Wrangel. Of course, if the people 
now on Wrangell desire to return to 
civilization I shall offer them passage. 
As to the international complication 
which would doubtless arise from 
this Wrangle island dispute I have no 
Pprecictions to make and I might add 
that being an American citizen, I am 
not personally interested in the po- 
litical aspect of the situation. 

My only concern is for the safety 
of the people of Wrangel, and I shall 
make every effort to reach them this 
season and do not intead to return 
.to civilization without haying done 
so. , 


Big Mystery. 
Harold Noice has set his hand to 
the task of sowing one of the big 


mysteries of the Arctic regions. In 
1921. four white men, two of them 
without previous Arctic experience-— 
wade their way to’ Wrangell island. 
Have they survived? On the answer 
may depend matters of international 
import, possibly including jurisdic- 
tion over a potential gold field said 
to be of tremendous value. 

On Noice’s ability to reach the is- 
land there hinges also the answer to 
a question which will be of prime im- 
portance in that future period when 
mail carrying airplanes encircle the 
globe, Wrangel]l Hes on the meridian 
of Greenwich and has already been 
semi-officially indicated as an_ air- 
plane point of vantage in a contem- 
plated route from England to Japan— 
a route lying over the top of the 
earth because the meridian of Green- 
wich offers the shortest path between 
the two island nations. A point sec- 


'ondary only to this is the importance 


of Wrangell island as a fur trading 
station, which has been stressed by 
Vihjalmur Stefansson. He predicts a 
polar submarine freight service.

Anadyr Committee, July 5, 1923, 
Number 45 Post Novoarinsk,” advis- 
ing that I wire the Russian govern- 
ment at Petrovalosk for permission 
to go to. Wrangel, and that in case 
I was unable to communicate with 
Petrovalosk I was to proceed directly 
to Whalen, Siberia, for permission to 
sail, but only on condition that I first 
take on board two Russian govern- 
ment agents for the purpose of con-

Noice remained as one of Stefansson’s 
party. In the next two years he 
gained much Arctic experience and 
grew so enamored of the Arctic that 
when Stefansson returned to civiliza- 
tion in 1918 Noice remained and spent 
the next four years among the HEski- 
mos of Victoria, much of the time 
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being the only white man among 
them. He was adopted into the na- 
tive communities and learned their 
language. 

He bad finished his first book and 
was busily engaged upon his second 
when he received the call to go ‘to 
the relief of the marooned party on 
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Wrangel, one member of whom, 
Knight, was with him in 1917-18 on 
Stefansson’s farthest northern sledge 
trip. cine 

Wrangel Island was discovered in 
1849 by Captain Kellett, of the Brit- 
ish navy, while engaged in the search 
for the ill-fated Franklin expedition, 
ot which it was discovered later that 
all hands, comprising over 100 men, 
had starved to death. Kellett did not 
make a ajgnding but reported his dis- 
covery to the British admiralty and 
the island bearg his name on the ad- 
| miralty maps of that date and for

some years later. He gave at the 
same time the name of his ship, the 
Herald, to a nearby rock which still 
bears that name. 

Captain Long Sights Island. 

In 1867, Captain Tong, of San 
Francisco, a whaler, also sighted the 
island. ‘Thinking that he had discov- 
ered new land he named it after Bar- 
on Wrangel, a Swede who had for 
‘many years been conducting explora- 
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‘tions in the Aretie for the Russian 
igovernment, but who, according to 
'his own journal, had never seen this 
| particular land. The first actual 


was made in 1881 when the U. S.. 
revenue cytter, Corwin, Captain Cal- 
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De Long Arctic expedition which was 
wrecked north of the Siberian coast. 
Later on in the same year, a second 
landing was made by the U,. S. reve- 
nue cutter, this time the Rodgers, 
under command of Lieutenant (now 
admiral) Berry, also engaged in the 
search for the Jeanette, its crew con- 
ducted explorations and made a rough 
cLart of the island which is still the 
;one in use. They also formally took 
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| possession of the island for the Unit- 
red States. More than thirty years 
|later the next visitor arrived. In the 
iwinter of 1914 the Karluk, flagship 
of Stefansson’s (Canadian) Arctic ex- 
| pedition was crushed in the ice near 
ithe island and its crew and scientific 
‘staff landed in February and remain- 
‘ed until rescued by the King and 
| Winge, of Seattle, in September. It 
was then that several members of the 
scientifie staff lost their lives attempt- 
ling to cross *the ice en route from 
|where the ship was wrecked to the 
‘island and three others died on the 
lisiand. Stefansson was not on board | 
| the Karluk, which was in command 
lof Captain Robert Bartlett, who had 
‘commanded Peary’s ship. When the 
'shipwrecked party reached Wrangel | 
Island Bartlett, with an Eskimo, 
crossed the ice to Siberia and thence 
made his way along the coast several | 
hundred miles to the nearest point, 
whence word could be sent by cable 
‘to Nome.

opinion in the assembly as to a 
fundamental tax system for the state 
in lieu of the present uniform-rate 
ad valorem system.

Country Bank Cashier 
Defends Market Bureau 


Editor Constitution: I note from press 
reports that the house of representatives, 
through the activities of a few politigians, 
have cut off the appropriations which su; 
ported the state bureau of markets. 

I am cashier of a small country bank, 
located in a good farming section of Geor- 
gia, and being placed in this position I car, 
easily see the great benefit that has ac- 
crued to the small farmers of this section 
through the activities of the state bureau 
of markets.. From this point alone more 
than $30,000 worth of diversified farm 
products have been sold through the market 
bulletin alone. The prices obtained through 
this agency have been uniformly good and 
the farmers who availed themselves of 
this opportunity, and most of them did, 
made money and their accounts at the bank 
were promptly paid, and no cotton whatever 
figured in the transaction. The state bu- 
reau of markets is alone responsible for 
this condition here, 

It is impossible for me to see why the 
house of representatives should listen te 
arguments from people who are not in a 
position to know the real and actual facts, 
and thus destroy an agency that has done 
the small farmer more good than any otber 
in many years. 

The state bureau of markets have placed 
the small farmer in a position where we 
can pool his products with that of his 
neighbor and sell direct to the wholesaler. 
In the past the small farmer was compelled 
to sell to the local dealer, who bought 
these products at his own prices, wiuich, 
as a rule, were far below the market 
price. This has been eliminated throuch the 
state bureau of markets. The small farmer 
can now get as. much or more tnin the 
local dealer. The difference in prices 
goes directly in the pocket of the farmer. 

The enemies of the departmnt of agri- 
culture might temporarily get some consola- 
tion from the-destruction of the bureau of 
markets, but two years hence it will place 
in the hands of the present administra- 
tion a mighty weapon that will destroy all 
before it. The small farmers of this state 
are not going to sit idly by and see the 
bureau of markets summarily destroyed by 
a few politiciars, who ere trying to pro- 
mote their own political interest at the 
expense of the farmers.

JEALTH TALKS 
BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 
Our Nutritive Requirements. 

M. Hindhede, director of the Danish 
state laboratory. for nutrition re- 
searches, Copenhagen, is one of the 
world’s greatest authorities on human 
nutrition. He solved the rationing 
problem, for the people of ‘his country 
during the great war. He writes: “The 
experiences of Denmark during the 
rationing show how easy it is to pro- 
crue nourishment enough if people 
only limit sufficiently animal produc- 
tio.” He holds that milk is not 
nearly so essential for adults as Pro- 
fessor McCollum and others in Ameri- 
ca have taught. Hindhede bases his 
Opinion upon experiments, just as Mc- 
Collum and other recognized author- 
ities in nutrition do, but the Danish 
expert naively remarks: “While others 
experiment with rats, rabbits and pigs, 
[ experiment with men.” And in ex- 
pressing his views on milk in the diet 
he says: “When McCollum places 
milk higher than vegetables as ‘pro- 
tective food,’ one-may be certain that 
he experimented with pigs and rats.

Colonel A. R. Lawton, Sr., Discusses 
What Georgia Spends on Education 


Colonel A. R. Lawton, &Sr., of Sa-

Fispecially regarding the question of 
protein, I do not think it is permis- 
sible to draw conclusions from rats 
and pigs to men. It is a matter of 
course that such rapidly growing ani- 
mals have a comparatively larger re- 
quirement of protein . 

It has been commonly accepted in 
this country that an adult requires a 
tuinimum of about two ounces (60 
grams) of protein in his maintenance 
ration daily. Hindhede’s assistant, 
Frederick Madsen, lived for one year 
on potatoes and margarin, for six 
wonths on whole rye bread, margarin, 
prunes, sugar and starch: for six 
months on barely meal porridge made 
with water, margarin and sugar, and 
for two years on bread, potatoes, cab- 
hbage soup and fruit soup without fat. 
All of this was for the object of de- 
termining the minimum protein re- 
quirement for an adult and the mini- 
mum fat requirement for an adult. 
Madsen was not the only test subject. 
Hindhede has always had at least two 
persons undergoing these nutrition 
testa, and he haz included himself and 
his whole family in these experiments. 
He now asserts that the protein mini- 
mum for a grown up strong man is 
") grams (about two-thirds of an 
ounce) of digestible potato protein. 
His test subjects found that a diet of 
nothing but potatoes and margarin 
agreed well with them, but Hindhede 
earefully indicates that a condition 
is that the water in which the pota- 
toes are hoiled be ingested, for the 
water contains important § mineral 
salts and vitamins. The potatoes are 
therefore peeled before they are boiled, 
for cleanliness. Perhaps it would be 
far hetter to bake the potatoes and 
eat the skins with the potatoes. House- 
wives in the habit of throwing away 
the potato water are throwing away 
money. food. and health. It should he 
used for making soup or in other 
vars, 

The same amonnt of protein (20 
crams or two-thirds of an ounce) 
proved sufficient for men on a diet of 
rvre bread, margsrin, prunes, sugar 
and starch.

RESULTS IN DEATH 


John Marsengale Dies En 
Route to Rome Hospital 
Early Sunday Morning. 


Cartersville, August 5.—(Special.) 
John Marsengale, 40 years of age, 
died at an early hour Sunday morn- 
ing while en route to a hospital in 
Rome, as a result of two bullet 
wounds alleged to have been inflicted 
by Lawrence (‘‘Gabe’’) Yancey, late 
Saturday night near Flex-A-Tile, in 
this county, 

Marsengaie is said to have gone to 
Yancey’s home, and called him to the 
road. The two men walked off a 
few paces, and shortly afterwards 
two pistol shots rang out, it is said. 
When aid reached Marsengale, he 
snid he had been shot, and pleaded 
with those about him to get a doc- 
tor. 

Dr. Harry Bradford, of Pine Log, 
responded, found that only an operay 
tion would save him. Accompanied 
by his brother, Obey Marsengale, 
Robert Amos and Hale West, a ne- 
gro, the party started to Rome, but 
Marsengale died before hospital] aid 
could be given him, 

Reports reaching county officers 


are to the effect that Marsengale had 
threatened to “get” Yancey, and Yan- 
cey claims to have shot in self-de- 
fense. He immediately phoned Sher- 
iff Gaddis, and said he was ready to 
go to jail, until the matter could be 
officially investigated. He was in 
jail in Cartersville Sunday. It is 
said the dead man was drinking, and 
was advancing on Yancey when he 
was slot. | : 

Yancey is married and has’ two 
children. Marsengale is a_ bachelor, 
and is survived by one brother and a 
sister. 

The body of Marsengale was 
brought to Cartersville and prepared 
for burial, Later, it was carried to 
the home, near Flex-A-Tile, and_fu- 
neral services are to be held at Pine 
Log Monday. Both men are well 
known in the northeast section of the 
county. 


RABUN MAN SHOOTS 
ALLEGED ESCAPED 
CONVICT IN FIGHT 


Clayton, Ga., August 5.—(Special.) 
Bob Kilby, an alleged escaped convict 
of Monroe county, Tenn., was lodged 
in jail here this morning in a dying 
condition from wounds inflicted by 
Clint York, of Rabun county. He and 
York became involved in a difficulty 
over a settlement when it is alleged 
he assaulted York with a knife. York 
is alleged to have shot him through 
the body with a revolver, and struck 
him over the head with a rock, frac- 
turing the skull. There was a reward 
offered for Kilby in Tennessee for the 
offense of murder, where he escaped 
from the penitentiary. He and York 
are each about 30 years old. Kilby 
is still alive at this writing but is 
unconscious, York brought the 
wounded man to jail last’ night. 
York is under bond for assault to 
murder.

Plan Observance 
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Of Centennial 
Of U.S. Railroads 


Chicago, August 5.—Plans to cele- 
brate the centennial of the American 
railroad here with an exhibition show- 
ing its evolution and effect on the 
pation’s growth have been begun by 
the American Railway association. 
Committees have been appointed to 
gather data as to an appropriate date 
for the celebration, and to determine 
the extent of the miniature world’s 
fair which is being considered in this 
connection, 

Three railway organizations have 
adopted resolutions urging the appro- 
priate observation of a hundred years 
of railroad development — American 
Railway Engineering association, 
American Railway Development asso- 
ciation and the mechanical division of 
the American Railway association. 

As no city has a convention hall 
large enough to hold all the exhibits, 
according to V. R. Hawthorne, secre- 
tary of division 5, American Railway 
association, he proposes the erection 
of a temporary structure to accommo- 
date the 25 or more railroad bodies 
which would hold convention here 


under the plans. Another suggestion 
is to hold a central exposition in Chi- 


cago with a number of smailer cele- 
brations held simultaneously in other 
cities, making Chicago the center of 
a great railroad centennial wheel. 


American railroads will participate | 


in 1925 in the English celebration of 
the opening of the first railway in the 
world, conducted by the international 
railway congress, but it is the desire 
ot the American Railway association 
also to commemorate the American 
centennial, which comes in 1928. 

The trackage of the American roads, 
according to the interstate commerce 
commission, is 376,992 miles, not in- 
cluding switches and terminal lines. 
According to these same figures, there 
are now in operation approximately 
70,000 locomotives, 2,500,000 freight 
cars and 65,000 passenger cars. 

Not Common Carriers. 

“Although there were railways in 
the United States prior to 1828, they 
were not common carriers,” says the 
Chicago Association of Commerce, in- 
terested in the plans for commemora- 
tion. “When Charles Carroll, of Car- 
roliton, one of the signers of the Dec- 
laration of Independence, drove the 
first spike at Ellicott’s Mills, Md., 
for the first seven miles of railway 
between Vinegar Hill and Baltimore, 
he helped to establish the Baltimore 
& Ohio, which began operating trains 
in 1830. 

“In 1828, Horatio Allen went to 
England and contracted for four 
steam locomotives to be built by 
reorge Stephenson. ‘America’ was the 
first steam locomotive to be seen in 
the western hemisphere. It was plac- 
ed on blocks at New York in January, 
1829, and was exhibited to an awe- 
struck publie for three months. 

“But the ‘Stourbridge Lion’ was the 
first locomotive actually to run on 
metal rails. It was used by the Dela-

| At 19 Millions 


Vancouver, B. C., August 5.—Brit- 
ish Columbia’s salmon pack totaled 


1,290,960 cases in 1922 valued at 
$10,109,927. This was an increase of 
687,203 cases over the 1921 output 
and a gain in value of $4,175,983, ac- 
cording to a report compiled by the 
provincial department of mines und 
fisheries. 

The total value of the output of 
British Columbia fisheries during the 
year, including fresh, canned, cured 
or otherwise prepared, the _ report 
shows, was $18,872,833. This was an 
increase over the previous year of $4,- 
919,163, or 36 per cent. 

An interesting feature of the report 
was the fact that whaling operations 
which were suspended in 1921 were 
resumed in 1922 and produced an out- 
put valued at $158,814. 

Total capital invested in the fish 
industry of British Columbia,. the re- 
port shows, was $19,951,571. Of this 
&6,765,827 represented vessels, nets, 
traps, piers and wharves and $153, 
185,744 represented money invested 
in canning and curing establishments. 
The number of persons engaged in 
fishing operations and ,in canning and 
curing establishments, it is shown, 
was 14,930.

Dry Air Is Thirsty Air 


Hionaire paper manufacturer in Pitts-| 


Dry air is always thirsty. It 
eagerly absorbs into itself the free 


moisture of any surface with which 
it comes into contact. The warmer 
the evaporating surface the more 
readily will the water fly off into 
the air. The more humid the air the 
less rapidly will it permit water to 
evaporate. , 

In meterology the amount of water 
present relative to the maximum pos- 
sible for the temperature is known 
as relative humidity. For example, 
if alr includes half as much as is pos- 
sible at a given temperature, its rela- 
tive humidity is 50 per cent. On a 
muggy day it may be 60 to 80 per 
eent. On a “good. drying day,” as 
the housewife calls it, when washing 
hung out on the line dries quickly, 
the relative humidity is usually low, 
sometimes down to 30 per cent in 
the warmest hours of the day. When 


it is high clothes dry but slowly ex- 
cept in warm weather. Evaporation 
is usually more rapid in warm than 
in cool weather, because more water 
can exist per cubic foot, say, or any 
other given volume, in a vapor state 
at a high temperature than at a low 
one. Moist surfaces are always tend- 
ing to discharge moisture into the 
air, while cooling processes are always 
tending to dry the air by precipita- 
ting moisture out of it.

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BABY’S WELFARE 


By Dr. Arthur G. Bretz

- In summer the average healthy baby 
requires the light@st weight material. 


Shirts should be either of the cotton- 
- ph pean or silk-and-wool mixture. 
ms should open all the way down 
a romt,and the armholes should be 
large enough so that the arms will 
— through easily. Petticoats should 
made of flannel and should extend 
a\.short distance below the feet. 

In dressing the child he should be 
laid on the lap or bed, and the cloth- 
ing drawn over his feet. The ordi- 
nary pins are dangerous and should 
be avoided. Even-safety pins are apt 
to open and seriously wound baby}; 
therefore, care should be taken to see 
that they are securely fastened. Pet- 
ticoats should be supported by shoul- 
der straps in order to avoid the use 
of pins or tight draw strings. 


At night the child’s clothing should 
be completely changed. The night 
dress should be longer than the day 
dress and roomy enough to permit 
free movement of the limbs. During 
the winter it should be of light, soft 
flannel, or similar material, and made 
to close at the hottom with a draw 
string. During the summer the most 
suitable material for use is soft mus- 
lin, and the night dress may be left 
open ,at the bottom. 


The abdominal band _ should be 
watched closely. It should be tight 
in order to prevent rupture, but not 
enough to cause discomfort at any 
time. Diapers should be removed im- 
mediately when soiled, and _ then 
placed in boiling water for fifteen 
minutes. After washing they should 
be carefully rinsed and dried. Iron 
them smoothly, but do not use either 
starch or blueing. Clean, dry napkins 
are very essential to baby’s comfort, 
and will help to prevent irritation of 
his tender skin. Diapers should be 
made of a soft, light; absorbent mate- 
rial, and plenty of them should always 

on hand so that they can be 
changed immediately when they be- 
come wet or soiled. 


No clothing should ever be dried in 
the baby’s room on account of the 
dampness and odor thus produced. It 
is best to dry the clothes out of 
doors when the weather permits.

The clothing 
must be loose enough so that the 
growing child may have plenty of room 
to exercise and breathe freely.

Such 
clothes are expensive to buy and’ if 
mude at home by the mother take con- 
siderable time and energy. Remember: 
that the child will soon outgrow these 
and they will then be useless. Plain, 
neat dresses are really far more desir- 
able.

Philadelphia, August © 5,—A_ pen- 
nant challenge has been fired at the 
New York Yankees by Connie Mack 
in behalf of his Athletics. Not for 
1923, of course, but for 1924. Not 


expecting to land the American league 
blue ribbon this season after having 
lived in the cellar for seven successive

Connie Mack, in the saddle, was 
riding with the whip and the spurs.
